RICE IN FRANCE. 
The cultivation of rice has been attempted on the 
salt land near the mouth of the Rhone, and has 
met with perfect success. This cultivation, whilet 
yielding great produce, has the additional advantage 
of entirely freeing the land from seit. This land is 
alluvial soil of the first quality, and is now made 
excellent for all kinds of production. This yeer 
three hundred hectares (a measure equal to two 
acres seventy-five square poles) have been turned to 
rice-fields, and this example will be promply fol- 
lowed. Thus, in the space of a few months, thanks 
to this fortunate attemp*, the agriculture of France 
will have been enriched by a new product, and the 
lands of the Delta of the Rhone will have increased 
ten times their value.—Prench paper.
